STATE OF NEBRASKA

NEWS CF THE WEEK IN A CON-
DENSED FORM.

Corn Crop in This State This Year
Lieads that of any Previous Year
by Over Fourteen Million Bushels
—Other Items.

The annual Nebraska erop review, coms-
piled from spoecial reports in every county
in the state, sbow that the corn erop of
1899 exceeds the record of 18487, the best
previous year, by 14,217,240 bushels, and
reaches the enormouns fizure of 244,125,088
bushels. The average yield per acre is
34.5 bushels, angd the erop is not only the
largest, but taken as a whole is of as good
qualily as any cver raised in the state.

The Lotal of the wheat vield is below
that of the last two previons years. ‘This
is due to the damage o the plant during
the winter in the winter wheat distrier.
The quality of the grain in Lhis distriet is
not first class. 1o the sprinz wheat region
in the north part of the state the crop is of
the averazs in quantity and quality. The
total yield is 20,353,914 bashels, an average
of 11.4 per acre.

The oats ersp amounts to 58,575,007
bushels, an average vield of 35.1. This is
about an average with other years. The
quaiity of the crop is for the most part
good. Reports from the country indieate
that more cattle and gheep wiil be fed this
year than ever before.  Money for feeders
is plentiful and a very large pereentage of
the crop will be converted inlo meat.

Mr,
Hart did not question the treatient of the
child by its grandparents; but claimed pos-
session by his rvizhis as a futher. lle
showed to the court his ability to properly
care for the child an:d expressed a desire o
raise his two danghters together, he baving
in his care a younger dauzhter. The
Masons endeavored to show a bad dispos: -
tion on the patt of the father.
